Sen ti men t for New Policy. 


S entim en t in favor of a new p olicy 
grew in congress to such ex ten t that 
a canvass was m ade of the foreign 
relations com m ittees in both houses 
dealing with foreign relations. 
It was found th a t there would he 
little objection to rep ealing the joint 
resolution of March 14. 1902, giving 
th e p resident discretjonarv p ow er to

ting him to allow the legally co n sti­ 
tuted governm ent of any country to 
buy w ar sup p lies as usual.

Sentim ent for New Policy. 
Sentiment in favor of a new policy 
grew in congress to such extent that 
a canvass was made of the foreign 
relations committees in both houses 
dealing wdth foreign relations. 
It was found that there would be 
little objection to repealing the joirt 
resolution of March 14, 1902, giving 
the president discretionary i>ower to 
prohibit exportations of arms or mu­ 
nitions of war to countries where do­ 
m e stic v io len ce e x is te d , but permit­ 
ting him to allow the legally consti­ 
tuted government of any country to 
buy war supplies as usual. 
Senator Bacon, however, reiterated 
that the Huerta administration could 
not be considered a legitimate succes­ 
sor of the Madero regime or a legally 
constituted government. 
There Is. nevertheless, a firm feel­ 
ing in congress in favor of lifting the 
embargo on arms and giving both 
sides an equal opportunity to equip 
themselves. 
This sentiment gains favor especial­ 
ly among those who believe that the 
Carranza rebels have public opinion 
behind them in Mexico, and if given 
the arms with which to supply their 
large unequipped forces the revolution 
would end speedily in their favor. 
For the present, however, the ad­ 
ministration will issue orders to its 
agents everywh* re to keep arm s from j 
entering the rebellion-torn country. 
This will interfere materially with 
the plans of the Huerta forces, since 
orders for large supplies of arms and 
ammunition are said to have been 
placed with firms in the United States 
very recently.

USE MUCH CHOLERA SERUM 


University 
Farm Officials 
Fear 
D is­ 
ease for Next Two Months. 
St. Paul, July 24.—There is a heavy 
demand on the hog cholera serum 
plant at the university farm, and the 
producing facilities have been over­ 
taxed to meet the needs of hog own­ 
ers, according to Dr. H. P. Hoskins, 
director. 
There is some cholera n the state at 
present, Dr. H. M. Reynolds, chief vet­ 
erinarian at the university farm, re­ 
ports. 
"We are afraid of the cholera in 
August and September, especially, and 
are expecting a bad time of it,” said 
Dr. Reynolds. 
“Every effort will be 
made to increase the production of 
serum here in order to have a large 
supply on hand in case of an emer­ 
gency. 
The farmers and hog grow­ 
ers of the state are being warned by 
bulletins from our office and by the 
local veterinarians, and we hope to 
be able to control the disease.” 
Between 30,000 
and 40,000 cubic 
centimeters of the cholera serum was 
sent out from the station during the 
week.

Mr. Wise States His Position 


To tile Editor of the Brainerd Dis­ 
patch : — 
Within the past week, quite with­ 
out solicitation on my part, I have 
received some 
unusual 
advertising 
in connection with my attitude to­ 
ward 
the proposed street railway 
franchise which is before the city 
council. 
As the local paper has not, for 
lack of space, up to this time been 
able to give a full and accurate re­ 
port of the matter, I take this meth­ 
od of explaining to the citizens of 
Brainerd, as briefly as possible my 
position, and will follow it by ex­ 
cerpts from the remarks made by 
some of the business men of Brain­ 
erd who were called upon to discuss 
the matter at the meeting Saturday 
night. 
F irs t— I ani most heartily in fav­ 
or of the prompt construction of a 
street railway in Brainerd and Its 
connection 
with 
the several towns 
on Uuyuna range. 
Second— I am not seeking a fran­ 
chise for such a railroad for myself 
or any of ray friends. 
Third— But I am 
a 
citizen 
of 
Brainerd of long standing, and one 
who most earnestly hopes for its fu­ 
ture prosperity. 
I 
have known of 
serious mistakes made by our city in 
the past due to the lack of caution 
in dev.inc with such franchise m a t ­ 
ters as the one under consideration, 
and ’ 'onsider it my right as well us 
my duty to investigate, to the small 
i extent that my ability and knowl- 


tected the city in the m atter of earn­ 
ings on stated 
capitalization— the 
right of the city to regulate the ser­ 
vice to be rendered and to designate 
the streets on which the tracks should 
be laid? 
Was it injudicious to sug­ 
gest 
that gome time the rates of 
fare he made six rides for a quarter 
or eight for a quarter within cer­ 
tain restricted hours of the day to 
help out th e school children aud la­ 
boring men? 
lf the asking of these and a few 
more civil but serious questions of 
light tenor were a misdemeanor de­ 
serving of the odium that the disap­ 
pointed projectors of this paper street 
railway scheme have attempted to 
cast upon me, then I plead guilty of 
stirrin g up all ti | 
fuss. 
But I will leave it to the inherent 
good sense an d justice th a t are pos­ 
sessed by the citizens of Brainerd, 
to absolve me of any intention of do­ 
ing any thin g except 
that 
which 
would aid in safeguarding the in­ 
terests of Brainerd now, and in the 
future. 
My long residence here, my wil­ 
lingness to aid with advice, work, 
and contributions, 
any 
enterprise 
that was for the good of Brainerd, 
should, and I am satisfied does, con­ 
vince everyone th a t I have no mo­ 
tive in mixing up with this affair 
other than to make sure that when 
such a franchise was granted the in­ 
terests of the city were fully and 
carefully protected, and that I be­ 
lieve can be done, w’hile at th e same 
time a franchise th a t is liberal and 
comprehensive and that one that will 
appeal to honest and legitimate in­ 
terurban railway constructors can be 
prepared -and passed by our city coun­ 
cil. 


In conclusion, let me suggest to 
our council that they take expert ad­ 
vice as to the form and substance 
of such a franchise, and that they 
require any applicants whoever they 
may be, to satisfy them as to their 
financial standing, 
and submit in 
detail their plans so that all charged 
with the responsibility of disposing 


th e.!of 
important a m atter may have 
all the information necessary to act 
intelligently. 
T hanking you for the privilege of 
stating my position in this matter I 
am,

As one citizen I resent the insult­ 
ing m anner in which this meeting, 
was called; I say I resent it, and 
words fail me in expressing my con­ 
tempt and indignation at the word­ 
ing of that call, where in one of our 
citizens is belittled and his motive in 
looking after the city’s interest is 
questioned 
and 
ridiculed. 
And I 
have never known of any one seed­ 
ing to secure something pursuing a 
course as undiplomatic as has Mr. 
Reid. 
Mr. Chairman, do you invite crit­ 
icism of the proposed franchise? 
I 
have some to offer. 
It is proposed 
to construct two miles the first two 
years and no provision is made for 
any other extension. 
The old street 
car line was three and a half nailer 
long, aud less to start with would be 
useless. 
I would want the council 
to approve th e streets upon w’hieh 
the tracks are to be laid. 
Now look * 
a t the section whereby they propose 
to give the city something after cer­ 
tain expenses, interests, etc., are de-1 
ducted. 
Would it not be well for i 
the city to have a proportion of the 
gross earnings, thereby eliminating 
the vexatious question of what are 
legitimate expenses? 
Why gentle­ 
men, hell will be operating a m u n i­ 
cipal ice plant before this city would 
receive a n y th in g under t h e p ro v i-J 
sion of th at sections as it now reads.
